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CTCM takes stand 
for native monarchy

"Radical middle-of-the-road" was how Charles Shan- 
non, the National President of the Congress Towards Can- 
adian Maturity, defined his Party's position on the political 
spectrum during his keynote address for the CTCM Model 
Parliament campaign. 

He went on to add that CTCMers are actually "dissident 
liberals with a small "L" because the Liberals lacic llie ima- 
gination and vitality to wrestle with the essential problems of 
our country. "We may be eclectics, but we are not afraid to 
present an orisinal idea", Shannon affirmed. 

Shannon then disclosed two of his major platform planks 
which propose the establishment of a native Canadian mo- 
narchy, with emperors of alternately French and English ex- 
traction to rule constitutionally, and the creation of a bilingual 
and bicultural Federal District out of the cities of Ottawa and 
Hull as Canada's capital. 

As a further explanation of his Party's policy, Shannon 
cited "Norman Mailer's Presidential Papers" and Leonard Co- 
hen's poém "The Only Canadian Tourist in Havana Turns His 
Thoughts Homeward" as demonstrating that "there is a stratum 
of political thought which is not confined and destroyed by the 
party establishments. The problem is that these voices arc 
found only in the literary arts. It is the intention of CTCM to 
give such thinlcers a political voice." 

He stated that CTCM's policies would be defended at a 
round-table debate among the five political leaders chaired by 
■George Kubanelc at McConnell Hali, Tuesday, February 2, at 
7 pm.

Revolution in church needed

Religion proved as groat a draw as sex yesterday as Pierre Berton told an overflow aud- 
ience in the Humanities Auditorium that "nothing short of a fundamental upheaval In the Church 
will allow It to survive." 



Berton was discussing his cri- 
ticisms of the Church as set forth 
in his recent best-selling book, 
"The Comfortable Pew". One of 
the major reasons for the grow- 
nng weakness and inefficiency of 
the Church, claimed Berton, is its 
failure to change its attitudes so 
that they will be acceptable to 
modem man. 

■ It is difficult for an Intelligent 
man to have a set Image of God; 
whether it be of a little old man 
in a nightshirt, sitting on • cloud 
or an omniscient, omnipotent spi- 
rit. Therefore the Church must, 
stop demanding absolute belief In 
the God of the Bible and 'leave 
some room for agnosticism with- 
in its ranks. 

To prove that the Church today 
is losing many intelligent men, 
Berton asked the audience how 
many considered themselves to 
be Christians and how many ag- 
nostics or atheists. A great ma- 
jority claimed to be agnostic or 
atheistic. 

Change is needed in the 
Church's social attitudes as well 
as in its religious doctrines. "It is 



wrong for the Church to lay down 
an absolute set of morals for 
people . . . you can't put down a 
set of rigid rules and apply them 
to everybody." 

Sometimes premarital sex can 
be a good thing and so it should 
not be dogmatically forbidden. If 
the Church is to exist in a mo- 
dern world it must recognize the 
sexual revolution and other re- 
cent changes in social attitudes. 
"In the 20th Century we have a 
different kind of life than in 
Christ's times and perhaps we 
' need a different set of rules."

Misunderstanding cleared up

A misunderstanding about the financial status of certain school and faculty societies, as 
outlined in the proposed new Constitution, was cleared up at last night's meeting of the Students' 
Executive Council. 



The misunderstanding arose 
after Sonny Gordon, BCL 4, 
wrote a letter to the Daily asking 
If reducing Students'. Society 
fees to $14.50 for students wor- 
king toward a second university 
degree would mean that their 
faculty societies would be forced 
to raise money for projecti such 
as thé Law Journal on their own, 
rather than applying to Council 
for a subsidy, as in the past. 

In. a letter in the same issue, 
Constitution Revision Committee 
Chairman Bill Fraiberg said the 
faculties involved toould have to 
finance their own special-inte- 
rest programs, but that the Law 
Journal, as a standing committcb 
of the Students' Society, could 
continue to receive a Council 
subsidy. ' 

Council decided this answer 
was misinterpretation of its in- 
tention in recommending the 
proposed constitution, and pas- 
sed a resolution making each fa- 
culty responsible financially for 
all local affairs, including jour- 
nals, if the proposed constitution 
is passed in the referendum next 
Wednesday. 

A second controversial issue 
was settled when the SEC ratifi- 
ed the resolution proposed by 
the Canadian Union of Students 



at McGiU. that a committee be 
set up to deal, with the^ South 
African boycott. Mark Segal, an 
M.A. Student in Economics, was 
placed in charge. The Committee 
plans to.cany^utia role printari- 
ly of e'dttcaUoiffand' encourage- 
ment of -student participation. 
The attempt at boycott 'wjir bé 
carried on within this context. 

Ken Cabatoff, McGill CUS 
Chairman, pointed out that the 
boycott Is in conjunction with 



the organization's policy of ap- 
plying individual action where it 
is most likely to. be effective. 

The SEC supported as well 
CUS's proposal to conduct an 
official study into the problems 
of the Eskimo in Canada and 
mandated the CUS committee to 
carry out preliminuiy research 
and prepare a submission to the 
next national CUS Congress for 
approval.

Klein, a native of Montreal, re- 
ceived his Law degree at the Uni- 
versity of Montreal. He was Na- 
tional President of the Zionist 
Men's Association of Canada from 
1952 to 1955, and is at present 
Honourary Chairman and Legal 
Counsel to the Ethnic Group Com- 
munity of the Quebec Liberal 
Federation. First elected to Par- 
liament in April 1063, he is one 
of five Jewish M.P.'s.. 



Generally through lack of ac- 
tion and specifically through lack 
of leadership, Berton charged the 
Church does not hold the Interest 
of the public. Clergymen should 
do less sermonizing and socializ- 
ing and get out among the people 
and do something. 

Berton suggested that priests 
leave the limiting atmosphere of 
the parish and perhaps even get 
a secular job. In this way the 
priest can illustrate Christian 
ideals through action rather than 
through less effective words. 

To illustrate the effectiveness 
of "active sermonizing" Berton 
cited the example of Father 
David Bauer, the priest who took 
the Canadian hockey team to the 
Olympics last year. 

This team didn't use dirty tac- 
tics in hockey as many Canadian

Each year, the Students' Society holds at 
least two Open Meetings, most of them 
routine, end ' often held only because the 
Constitution requires them. The Meeting 
scheduled for next Monday and Tuesday at 
1 pm, however, is no such perfunctory 
gathering; it will deal - with the very found- 
ations of student government at McGill. 

It has become "out" to stand on a pedestal 
and proclaim that the Students' Society is 
undergoing a change. But look more careful- 
ly. By next September, all student organiz- 
ations will be located in a new building for 
which they campaigned for over thirty-five 
years. It is a three-and-a-half-miilion dollar 
investment, to be turned over to o committee 
on which student representatives are the 
majority. After waiting so long, after fighting 
so hard, we dare not log in the home stretch. 

In addition to this geographical change, 
and the added responsibilities it brings, the 



membership of the Students' Society has 
altered. It is much larger than it has ever 
been, and still growing. Each year, new 
activities are authorized, and additional 
funds spent. The students of this University 
have come to play a previously unheard of 
role in government policy towards education. 
Student government is close to being a large 
business, and like any business, it must 
function efficiently or see its resources drip 
away.* 

It became obvious a number of years ago 
that the Students' Society, although based 
on sound principles, required reorganization 
at the governing level. The job of managing 
the activities of 10,000 students and a budget 
of close to a quarter of a million dollars hod 
become too heavy a load for the organization 
of responsibilities as outlined in the Constitu- 
tion. The SEC last year appointed a Commit- 
tee to study the problems of student govern- 
ment, and make recommendations to solve 
OS many as possible. The work took a full 



year, and the report was recently presented 
in a special issue of the Daily. It is the 
recommendations based on this report that 
ore to be considered at the upcoming Open 
Meeting. , 

The plans call for the Meeting to discuss 
a proposed new Constitution for the Students' 
Society, and several alternate proposals. One 
or more versions will then most likely be put 
to' a carhpus-wide referendum, and the~result 
will determine how students are to be organ- 
ized at McGill. 

One hundred and fifty affirmative votes 
are required to put any proposal to referen- 
dum. It is likely that these votes will be 
forthcoming at the Open Meeting. The 
danger, however, is that these one hundred 
and fifty votes will put the most serious 
proposal in recent Students' Society history 
before an uninformed student body. 

It is a frequent personal policy to refrain 
from voting on unfamiliar issues; such a 
policy, should it take strong hold next week, 
will prevent the referendum from reaching 
the 2,000 students required to make it valid. 
And should this happen the Students' Society 
will hove to struggle on under an outmoded 
superstructure. As difficult as it may sound; 
there must be, by the dote of the referendum, 
at least 2,000 informed students on campus, 
ready to decide on the form student govern- 
ment will take. 

That is the purpose of the Open Meeting. 
It will provide the opportunity for the student 
population to question, consider and pass 
judgment on a matter of utmost importance. 
We cannot advise attendance too strongly.

Zealous But 
Misinformed

Seree Ménard, editor of It 
Quartitr Litln, published, last 
Friday, in the McGill Daily an 
article titled "You Arc Colonia- 
lists". The editorial was most 
intriguing and its presence in 
Ihe Dailu would seem to indi- 
cate that the gap between the 
solitudes is being bridged. 

Having mulled over and di- 
gested his comments, acerbic 
in their enthusiasm, and con- 
sidering the timeliness of the 
topic, 1 write to further dis- 
cuss the matter of education 
In Quebec. Having asserted that 
one of Quebec's primary pro- 
blems has been its outdated and 
seemingly inadequate school 
system, Mr. Ménard continued, 
"They (English Canadians) 
have understood for a long 
time that (he main cause is 
the educational system. Their 
first concern was to extricate 
themselves from that system by 
establishing a Protestant Com- 
mittee to create a radically dif- 
ferent system." 

Such a contention, couched in 
these terms, could be a mis- 
leading statement and dubious 
appreciation of the situation. 
For this argument of Mr. Mé- 
nard implies that the Englisli 
Quebecers, realizing that the 
education system of Quebec 
woiild impede the development 
of the province, rather than 
attempt to remedy the situa- 
tion, divorced themselves from 
the problem, established a far 
superior system and left the 
French Quebecers to wallow in 
their errors. 



In the post-confederation 
era, Quebec astablished one 
educational system. Those who 
did not desire to faU within 
the scope of this system could 
'dissent' and establish indepen- 
dent school or school systems. 
These, naturally, are called dis- 
sentient schools. 

The English of Quebec chose 
to dissent from the school sys- 
tem of that province not, u 
Mr. Ménard would apparently 
suggest, to establish a radically 
different and superior' system, 
but to ensure, the teaching of 
thé cunriculum in their mother 
tongue. -And certainly Mr. Mé- 
nard would hot deny any people 
that right 

As editor of le Quartitr La- 
tin, Mr. Ménard has the priv- 
ilege and the duty to express 
his opinion on topics of rel- 
evance. This he hu done, and 
he is to be lauded for not 
shirking his task. However it 
would seem that in his teal, he 
has tinintentlonally misinfor- 
med his readers. I write, ho-, 
ping to clarify the issue. '

I should like to state my sup- 
port for the position outlined 
by Mr. Gordon concerning the 
proposed reduction in fees for 
the post graduate faculties. All 
of the reasons set forth by Mr.

Over seventy per cent of McGill's re- 
sourcefi/l fralernlHes havo managed to ob- 
tain a supply of hard liquor despite the 
infamous strike. 

Once again demonstrating that they 
really are capable organizations, the fra- 
ternities have overcome all opposition, such 
as the liquor lows, to get a 
plentiful supply of alcoholic 
refreshment. 

A spokesman for one of ^ 
the more sophisticated frots 
claimed that "for those In 
the know liquor is about as 
available now as It ever 
was. The only inconvenience 
of the strike Is that It's diffi- 
cult to obtain 40-ounce bot- 
tles so we have lo make do 
with 20 ouncers." 

However, it seems thot 
not all fraternities are that 
much "in Ihe know". Most 
of the frets hove some hard 
liquor on hand, but it Is not 
present in great quantities. 

Although secure for the 
present, many expressed fear of the future. 
One fratman summed up the problem by 
thejo words "I don't think anybody's climb- 
ing walls yel... I mean we're not despe- 
rate now but we soon will be." 

Others have taken a more nonchalant 
attitude. fWe won't bother to replenish 




our supply, but maybe around Carnival 
lime we'll take a few guys for a drive . . ." 

All the fraternities have reported an 
increase in beer intake. Several problems 
have developed from this chonge from 
hard liquor lo beer. One chubby fellow 
complained, "We're all getting falter from 
drinking more beer." 

Although many of the 
fraternity barmen refused to 
reveal their source for pro- 
fessional reasons, a few lei it 
leak out that they have been ^ 
smuggling hard liquor from 
across the border (from On- 
y, torio thot is) and several 
A \ frais divulged that they hove 
found sources in Quebec. 

There is a minority, alas, 
that through ignorance or 
honesty have not managed 
lo purchase any hard liquor. 
Summarizing the tragic ef- 
fect this dry spell has had 
on the stricken fraternities, 
one soulful brother cried, 
"If s. really terrible." 
Expressing concern for Ihe community 
at large, a dry fralernlly member observed 
"the sooner this is remedied the sooner 
congeniality will return to Montreal."

Mr. Shannon, wlio is national President 0/ C.T.C.M., is a 
graduate student in political science.

Q-Whot Is the function of C.T.C.M. ? 
A— "Our function is to give students an opportunity 
for . . . rodicol and realistic thought. We feel thai the 
major parties are sort of hamstrung to their national 
party ond thus are unable to thinic for themselves as 
we think college students should." He added that the 
Y.C.L." is tied to on ideology which is beyond its con> 
trol." 

Q-Whot is the Ideology of C.T.C.M. 7 
A-"Our plotform is — vaguely speaking — Liberal. 
David Dent has said that we are Liberal ... but many 
of our policies parallel to a greater extent those of the 

Communist Party itself." 
Q— Could you be specific ? 

A -"In its radicalism. Nationalization, for example: 
We are not opposed In principle to any form of nation- 
alization. We are opposed, in seeming contradiction to 
the growth of bureaucracy. Our radicalism is of the 
Goldwater type, although we don't share for example, 
his views on foreign policy. We do shore his attitude 
that any political group con take any realistic atti- 
tude . . . regardless of what parties have done In the 
■ post." 

Q— How would you define your radicalism ? 
A— "It's going to the root of the matter." 
Q— Where do you have ideology or principles in com- 
mon with the Liberals ? 

A— "We feel that the Conservatives in Canada don't of- 
fer any prospect for notional unity. We feel that the 
N.D.P. and the Y.C.L. are rather dogmotic in their ap- 
proach to the social problems of the day." Nevertheless, 
he stated, he was impressed by the economic policies 
of the New Democrats and expressed approval for 
"any encroachment on free enterprise" which contri- 
buted to a more "efficient economy." He added : "We 
feel lliot the Liberals offer a reasonable combination 
of pragmalic approoch with a reasonable amount of 
social consciousness." 

Q— Since you share the views of Liberals, would you 
not be more effective working within the Party ? 
A— "I believe there is no place for us in the AAcGIII Li- 
beral Parly. It has people like E.T. Asselln, and no 
matter how pragmatic C.T.C.M. is, it will not accept 
support from E.T. Asselin ... a corrupt man." 
Q— Is this the only reason why you would not find 
yourself in the Liberal Party ? 

A— In reply. Shannon stated that the McGill Liberal Club 
was port of the "established disorder" of Liberals in 
Cuebec. The McGIII club was "culture-bound." 
C— What do you think is the main issue in the coming 
election ? 

A— "There ore never any issues in Model Parliament 
elections. The main issue is what party is elected and 
what this means to the national parties." He added 
that v/hat was important .was that the "Conservatives 
will be soundly defeated." 

G— Mr. Pearson is reported to have staled that he would 
have likod to provide economic and military aid to 

U.S. efforts in South Vietnam, were it not for Canada's 
U.N. role in S.E. Asia. Do you think this Is a responsible 
statement ? 

A— "Certainly not. It is a completely useless war." Shan- 
non then expressed support for any U.S. policy v/hich 
sought compromise in untenable areas. 
Q— You told us that many of your policies paralleled 
those of the Communist Parly, that you supported the 
economic views of the New Democrats, thai you were 
Impressed by Goldwater radicalism, and ol the same 
lime that you call yourself a Liberal. Would you please 
tell us the fundamental ideology of your party? 
A— "We feel that we ore the true Liberals." 
Q— What do you mean by Liberal ? 
A— "We feel that we represent the philosophy of the 
overage educated person." 
Q-What philosophy ? 
A— "One of mature realism." 

O— You have told us what you liked about the Y.C.L., 
Goldwater Conservatives, and New Democrats, What 
is it that you like about Liberals ? 

A— "They have the only chance for being a notional 
porly. They will get elected." 

Q— You told us thai you were impressed by the eco- 
nomic policies of the Now Democrats. Where do you 
differ from them ? 

A— "I don't know. I haven't yet seen their platform for 
this campaign." 

Q— Could you please give use a brief outline of your 
program ?..

Cliff Post, President of the McGill Liberal Club, holds, 
several positions in the Liberal Party ineluditig the postl 
of Vice-President of the Quebec Student Liberal Federa- 
Uon. Post is a fourth year Political Science student and has 
acted as Press Officer for M.C.W.A. ' 

Q-What do you think li the most pressing issue In the 
coming election? 

A— "I think It is the recognition of what Model Parlia- 
ment is." Post added that when compared to Vnlver- 
sity of Montreal and Laval students, McGill sl&dents 
did not really take Model Parliament seriously.* 
Q-The Liberal Party, which has identified Itself as a 
truly notional Party, has yet to appoint a French- 
Canadian as Minister of Finance, Defence, and Trade 
and Commerce, considered to be the ntost important 
Cabinet posli. Could you provide any reasons? 
A— "It Is because the location of economic power is 
the Toronto Stock Exchange. The fellow Is usually 
cleared by the Toronto Slock Exchange." "As for De- 
fence, it's a matter of political organization," he ad- 
ded. Asked why such brilliant people as Maurice 
Sauvé were not given important posts. Post slated that 
"the people who get Cabinet positions ore usually the 
ones who have been hanging around the longest. This 
is the way it is. There is nothing thai can be done about 
it. ll is a matter of political party organization." 
Q-The Liberal Party, which has identified itself with 
French-Canadian aspirations. Is In on opportune posi- 
tion to press for rights in other provinces similar to 
those of English-Canadians in Quebec. What initiatives 
has the Government shown in this area? 
A— "Essenliolly . . . present arrangements for your 
optlng-out and so on. The purpose behind It is to 
define its (Quebec's) own priorities." Asked to relate 
his answer more closely to the question. Post slated 
that Justice Minister Favreou was in favour of dis- 
allowing Act 54 of the Constitution, which permits the 
federal government to disallow provincial legislation. 
Asked for a fourth lime to address himself to the 
question. Post staled that "the Liberal Parly has always 
pressed for blllnguolism throughout the nation". He 
explained that the Northern Ontario liberal Federation 
was pressing for bilingualism and that the Alberta 
Young Liberal Federation hod succeeded in including 
on its platform on item calling for a "compulsory 
foreign language requirement" in Alberta schools.' 
When asked for the ninth lime whether the federal 
Government had made any efforts at encouraging 
provinces to build French-speaking schools. Post said: 
"I really don't know." He added that the federal 
Government was active in this areo; "There have been 
a fantastic number of federal-provincial Conferences." 
Q—'lhose who spout the 'no niiclear weapons on 
Canadian soil' party line often fail to realize that the 
only logically tenable alternative is to renounce the 
NATO and NORAD agreements and to adopt a posi- 
tion of neutralism. This the McGill Liberals are un* 
willing to do in view of the values and interests which 
we share with our allies and which, we believe, the 
nuclear deterrent serves to protect." This is a quota- 
tion from the McGill Liberal Program of 1963. One 
of your plonks this year is the rejection of nuclear 
arms on Canadian soil. Are we 'to understand that- 
you have adopted a policy of neutralism ? 
A— "The policy that we hove adopted Is that there 
should be a renounciation with all NATO commitments 
and that NATO should play a more active role as on 
educational and economic assistance organization and 
less of a role as a military alliance." 
Q— You mode a finite distinction in your platform. 
You rejected the alternative of retaining nuclear 
weapons. Have you now accepted the logical conclu- 
sion of your rejection of nuclear weapons, that of 
neutralism? 

A— "That depends upon what you mean by neutralist. 
I think that Canada has a very Important role to play 
OS on inltiolor, a developer among underdeveloped 
nations; and there, we cannot be neutral; we must 
take a very positive stand. In the question of nuclear

Q— Let's talk about neutralism. 

A-"Canada, very few people realize this. Canada, 
what Is it? The fourth largest nuclear power in the 
world? How many people realize this? 
Q-Our question related fo neutralism. When are you 
going to be leaving NATO and NORAD? 
Q-(Second Interviewer) The logical alternative, ffiu 
said, was to renounce the NATO and NORAD agreV 
ments. ' 
A-"l am very sorry. This policy... is not oppllcôtle 
to the Liberal Club this yeor. Our policy Is tha't NATO 
become on educational and economic ossistance organ- 
ization with less emphasis on military alliances." 
Q-Whether it is your policy or not, you made, a 
logical development of the idea and come 4o a con- 
clusion. Now you come to the exact opposite conclu- 
sion. The conclusion was neutralism if you reject nu- 
clear weapons. You renounce nuclear weapons; but 
you don't accept neutralism. How is this logical con- 
clusion changed? 

A-"Obviously, our conclusion In 1963 is not to be 
considered logical."

Progressive Conservatives 
Fred Harris — President 

Harris, who has been on the executive of the Progressive 
Conservative Club for four years, is a fourth year Arts 
student majoring in Political Science. He also holds a post 
on the execittive of a fraternity. . 
Q-What do you think is the main issue in the present 
campaign? 

A-"The moin Issue in this election is Confederc(li6n . . . 
It Is the topic most discussed on campus." — ^ 
Q-Do you call yourselves Progressive Conservatives 
or Conservatives as you did lost year? 
A— "Our official name Is Progressive Conservative. 
Lost year we colled ourselves Conservatives; I suppose 
we can this year. It is mostly just a shortening of a 
name, although I suppose there are political conno- 
tations to it." 

Q-Does this mean that you are to the right of the 
mainstream of your Party? 

A-"l would soy we are to the right of many M.P.'s 
who represent the element of the Parly which be- 
longed to the old Progressive Party which accounts for 
the name 'Progressive' In 'Progressive Conservatism.'" 
Asked whether his club's right wing position explained 
Its support for Open Shop Laws, Harris replied thai 
what It really supported were Union Shop Law$.''He 
explained that Ihe latter mean! exemptions from union 
membership for newly hired employees for a trial* 
period. He added: "I would advocate special exemp- 
tions for students vis à vis these things — unions." * 
Q-You hove called for a Leadership Convention. Are 
we to understand that you have repudiated the leader- 
ship of Mr. Diefenboker? 

A— "This club did so last year, and the policy is not. ' 
changed." . 
Q-ln.1963, the five main planks in your McGill plot-! 
form were diametrically opposed to the views of the ; 
Progressive Conservative Parly. For instance, you|| 
called for free trade, and your government raisel}? 
tariffs; you called for nuclear weapons, and your gov- 
ernment was apposed to nuclear weapons. HôW do 
you justify remaining in the Party? — "TT 

A— "Tariffs were temporary." Asked to elaborate, Har- 
ris added: "We did not contradict the whole of the.. 
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sumptions of the various par- 
ties/ and their stands on cur- 
rent social and political 
problems. The interviews 
• w^e tape-recorded and then 
tr^cribed, with the help of 
"Steve Dewor, another mem' 
ber of the CUS Committee 

Party. Thli Is who! «orne people don'f understand 
about the Progressive Conservolive Parly perhaps, and 
we at McGill are not here primarily to spout ... a 
Parly line. We consider ourselves more or less as grass 
roots. We are here to tell the Party who! we at Mc- 
Gill feel." Pressed further, Horrls saidt "There were 
many people in the Party, at least several people in 
the Porty, who were pro nuclear arms . . , The then 
De^nce Minister, Mr. Horkness resigned over the issue. 
We supportéd Mr. Horkness, and we still do." He was 
then asked: "If you disagreed with your Party on all 
fl\/a maior Issues, what dg you think you have In com- 
mon?" f^er a long pause, Harris replied: "Basically, 
I think » is a philosophical outlook behind all our 
more specific utterances." This outlook was a "basic 
belief in the Parliamentary system." The interviewers 
pointed out that this belief was shared with many 
other parties and asked him to answer the question. 
He replied: "We believe that basically we have a good 
society, that there ore faults in it, and thot it is neces- 
sary that these foulls be corrected ... by on evolu- 
tionary process," but not by changing any basic con- 
cepts. These concepts may change with time, but an 
..'.'evolutionary process is prime." 
Q— During the Flag Debate, did you support the Ensign 
or the Maple Leaf? 

A— "We supported neither, actually. In the last ins- 
lance, and the ullimate vote, I would hove supported 
the Maple Leaf, as did the Quebec caucus." 

Q— It it said that Mr. Diefenbaker did not act In the 
manner of an Opposition Leader but as an obstruction- 
ist. What are the views of your club on this issue? 
A— Harris replied that the initial fault was as much 
Mr. Pearson's as Mr. Diefenbaker. Mr. Pearson made 
a unilateral decision without consulting other parties 
or Provincial leaders. 

' Qr-Some people feel that your platform has more in 
common with that of the National Liberal Party than 
with the National Progressive Conservative Party, it 
'twould tiius seem that a voter In favour of conserva- 
l^tlsni' could best accomplish his ends by voting Liberal 
In this election. Would you comment? 

A— "There are many things which National/Liberals 
have done which we support . . . integration of the 
armed forces, for example." Pressed further about 
similarities between the McGill PC's and the Notional 
Liberals, Harris asked: "What has the Liberal Govern- 

i ment done on immigration?" Asked again where his 
club differed, Harris replied "On Confederation." 
Asked to comment further, he stated: "I am not inte- 
rested in showing whether I am closer to one or the 
other. I am interested in how we stand vis à vis the 
McGill Liberal Club." He elaborated that he was Inte- 
rested in forwarding views to Ottawa. Asked where 

- hir-^a'rty differed from the Liberal Party on Confede; 

; ration, Harris replied: "I hove not yet seen from Mr. 

^Pearson any counterproposals to Mr. Lesoge." It is 
a '"one-way street with all proposals coming from 
Quebec." 

Q— Could you provide us with your platform in brief? 
A— "The first and foremost thing which we are con- 
cerned with Is the leadership question in the Conser- 
vative Party." Harris stated -that his Parly had the 
potentiality of being "an all-Canadian Party." He 
added: "I think that it (the leadership question) Is of 
national concern today. With another leader, with a 
different' man leading the Party, I am sure that today 
iKe Conservative Parly would present on acceptable 
alternative to the people of Canada." Harris, added 
th^at Confederation was an important Issue, that con- 
sultation was needed, and that "the whole philosophy 
behind our Immigration policy should be re-examined" 
Q Q^ p ccount of"almost personal, discrimination." 



New Democratic 
Party 

New Democralic Parly 
President — Bill Lentfiaii 

Q— What is the most pressing issue in the coming elec- 
tion ? 

A— "I think the most pressing issue is unemployment 
and the economy of the country." Lenihan added that 
such social welfare issues as free education and med- 
icare were very important. 

Q— Could you highlight a single issue ? 

A— "I think to hove a planned economy is the most 

pressing issue in Canada today." 

Q— We found that as much as -SOS^ef. your platform 
has been accepted by the McGill'^LIberal Party. Since 
the Liberal'Party has a greater ce rtainfyfofj being elect- 
ed, would not a voter supporting progressive measures 
do best by voting Liberal 7 

A— Lenihan replied that there was almost no similarity 
between the programs. While the Liberals hove adopted 
many of h|s Party's, planks, Lenihan staled, they hove 
failed to institute them. The Liberals have failed to 
institute medicare and have brought forth a pension 
plan which is not comprehensive and which the NOP 
could not support, Lenihan claimed. He pointed to the 
Deutsch Report calling for one and a half million new 
jobs by 1970 and yet, he claimed, the Liberals hove not 
made any specific proposals to meet these demands. 
"There is à fundamental difference in philosophical 
beliefs. The McGill Liberals believe in foreign owner- 
ship. They soy that foreign ownership is good for 
Canada. We do not." 

0— There are those who support many of the social 
issues you campaign for. However, they are unwilling 
to vole for you simply because they feel that you have 
no comprehension of the costs of these programs and 
that you wilt simply aggravate our proverbially un- 
balanced budgets. Would you comment? 

A— "We will carry out our welfare projects in two 
ways." He explained that the military budget would be 
reduced by one billion dollars. He pointed out that 
over the last ten years Canada has spent 17 billion 
dollars on defence. Lenihan added ; "We have a mili- 
tary force which Canadian generals coll inadequate; 
which defence experts say are of no use. We wasted 
17 billion dollars; it's time we stopped wasting this 
money." The second means of financing these programs 
would be to reduce foreign ownership. "The NDP pro- 
poses to levy a 6-7% capital gains tax on foreign 
companies. This lax would, if levied, Increase our 
revenue by one and four tenths billion dollars. We 
would hove o boom in our economy." Lenihan went on 
to say that Canada was the only country not to levy 
this tax and singled out the United Slates as one of 
many to levy it. 

Q-Where precisely do your policies differ from those 
of Walter' Gordon ? 

A— "Walter Gordon realizes the consequence of the 
amount of foreign control. He was going to put a tax 
of 15% on lorge soles of stock of Canadian companies 
to American share-holders." Lenihan elaborated that 
these were "slop-gap measures"; and that Gordon was 
"not willing to take a firm stand on this issue." 
Q-Are you willing to accept cessation of American 
investment? 

A-"Not only ore we willing to accept cessation of 
American investment, but we will urge cessation of 
investment." Lenihan said that the political conse- 
quences of economic control were obvious, pointing 
to American pressure in the auto-parts deal: "The 
Canadian : Government did not sign the agreement 
with the American Government; they signed the agree- 
ment with General Motors, with Ford — equal partners 
In on agreement to hove a sort of cartel in Canada." 
Q-lt is sold that those who spout the "no nuclear 
weapons on Canadian soil" party line often fail to 
realize that the only tenable alternative is to renounce 
the NATO and NORAD agreements and to adopt a 
position of neutralism. Would you comment? 
A— "Our party platform does not advocate withdrawal 
from NATO. We do advocate withdrawal from NORAD. 
We do advocate withdrawal from NATO if it becomes 
a nuclear alliance." 

Q— If then you refuse to accept nucelar weapons for 
Canadian troops in NATO, what specific role do you 
conceive for Canada within NATO? 
A— Lenihan stated that with increased dependence In 
nuclear weapons in NATO and with decreased em- 
phasis on NATO's economic functions "there is no 
longer much choice for us to stay In; although our 
Parly would like NATO to become on economic alliance 
so as to serve the economies of the Western Hemisphere 
and also aid the underdeveloped notions."

Young Communist League 
President — Dat;id Dent 

■Dent, an honours political science ami ji/ii/o.iop/iy student, 
founded the YCL at McGill last year. A native of England, 
he holds a diploma in Navigation, lie was elected best 
delegate at the University Model United Nations two years 
ago. 

Q— What is the most pressing issue in the coming 
election ? 

A— "I would like to see Model Parliament fought on the 
issues of nuclear disarmament and Canadian owner- 
ship of the economy." 

Q— Are you going to be campaigning on these issues ? 
A— "We are going to fight our campaign primarily on 
the issues of an independent foreign policy and a Can- 
adian-owned economy." 

Q— Could you be more specific about your independent 
foreign policy question ? 

A— "We would like to see a foreign policy primarily 
which sees Canada's role on Canada's terms and in 
Canada's interest,- not based on someone else's in- 
terests, for instance the U.S.'s interests; and which al- 
lows Canada to follow a role towards peace in the 
world." 

Q-Could you be specific about the foreign policy issues 
which the Government is proclaiming and which you 
hove disavowed ? 

A-"NATO and NORAD... I think its membership in 
NATO should be disavowed immediately since it does 
no good for Canada and no good for the world, and 
in fact means that Canadian forces ore directed to- 
wards opposing on imoginory threat in Eastern Europe 
rather than directed towards peace and the liberation 
of colonial peoples. I would like to see Canada change 
its attitude towards colonial struggles, not automatic- 
ally support Khan in Viet Nam because the Americans 
support Khan, not automatically support Tshombe in 
the Congo because the Americans support him, ond 
take a constructive attitude towards its role in the 
Viet Nam peace-keeping mission instead of just using 
its position to do nothing, to keep silent while the U.S. 
goes on fighting its war. 

Q— How relevant is the class struggle to Canada ? 
A— "Very relevant. I think you con see that the Can- 
adian working class, the Canadian people, ore op- 
posed to American, and Canadian-British monopolies." 
Q-Could you give examples ? 

A— "In the strike of La Presse, and Medicare, or the Holl 
Commission. You could see the interests clamping down 
on recommendations "beneficial to the people of Can- 
ada." He felt that managers behave as port of the 
elite and that while-collar workers ore port of the work- 
ing class. He pointed out that often white-collar 
workers are paid less than blue-collar workers, as for 
example, the Quebec Liquor Board workers. 
Q— It has recently come to be known that the member- 
ship of the Communist Parly of Canada is at on all-lime 
low and that the Party is concerned about this. 
A— "I can't speak for the Communist Party, only for the 
McGill Young Communist League. Membership drives 
are not usually useful. The Communist Party of Canada 
derives its support by fighting for certain issues. Be- 
cause of disillusionment with the Conadian status quo, 
membership is beginning to change, particularly among 
the working class." 

Q— Why do you suppose membership is so low ? 
A— "The Cold War, and the tremendous shock with 
which the denunciation of Stalin hit the Communist 
movement. Another reason is the weakness, the errors 
mode by the Communist movement in Canada during 
the Stalinist period, which are now being overcome 
and have to a certain extent been overcome. The Com- 
munist Party of Canada was a port of that Stalinism." 
Q-Graniek and others report a ne%v type of class 
system in the JJSSR. It has been shown that the ratio 
of income between manager and worker Is greater in 
the USSR than in the U.S. How is this consistent with the 
Communist claim to a classless society ? 
A— Dent replied that the Soviet Union is not a Com- 
munist society but is only at the Socialist stage. He 
went on to say that the aim of the USSR is to have pay- 
ment according to need; such a thing is only arrived at 
slowly. 

Q— Could you provide us with your platform in brief ? 
A— "The first issue is control of the economy without 
which we think most well-meaning proposals will be 
ham-strung. The second most important issue is that of 
making sure Canada has an independent foreign 
policy so that it will serve the interests of Canadians 
and the peoples of the world." As well. Dent proposed 
making Canada a denuclearized zone and the national- 
ization of our national resources. He also proposed 
withdrawal from NATO and NORAD and the abolition 
of NATO and the Warsaw Pact- 
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unlit exams, and oil 
over Ihe campui, stu-
